BLAINE- OR CONKLIN. 


Those who attended! the entertain­ 
ment giv en by the Aurora society last 
ev ening heard a liv ely discussion of the 
question "Resolv ed that J at. G, Blaine 
is a greater statesman than Roscoe Conk­ 
lin.” 
The affirmativ e was handled by 
W. H. Pratt and thd negativ e by Elbert 
W. Moore. 
Each spoke nearly thirty 
minutes and left few important facts in 
tho public career of either subject of the 
discussion. 
Mr. Pratt took Blaine from 
his school day s upward and brought out 
the brilliancy of his achiev ements. 
How 
the masterly power of his strong mind 
display ed itself in his college course; 
through the v icissitudes of life, and, 
finally , one of the most prominent figures 
in the chambers of congress where he re­ 
mained for nearly twenty y ears. 
He was 
on the right side of ev ery measure,” ac­ 
cording to tho speaker. 
During the 
twelv e y ears in the House he was speaker 
half the time. 
He had championed ey ery 
measure the Republicans had brought 
forward. 
When Elbert Moore took the 
floor he entered immediately upon the 
comparison of the congressional career of 
Blaine and Conklin. 
The latter, he suid, 
was a practical statesman while the form 
er was not, although Blaine had fav ored 
nearly all the measures brought forward 
it was for a selfish purpose; whatev er 
would make him popular with the people 
that he did. 
During Conklin’s twenty 
y ears in Congress he nev er had suspicion 
thrown upon his public acts. 
The speak­ 
er called attention to Conklin’s work on 
the Reconstruction committee. This com­ 
mittee was one composed of the strongest 
men from each state, Hon. E. B. Wash- 
burne representing Illinois. Conklin was 
chosen from New York and Thad Stev ens 
was chairman. 
The work of this com­ 
mittee was finall concluded by adopting 
the fourteenth article of our constitution 
as it came from Conklin’s ben and it 
stands to-day as a most able adv ocate of 
his ability . 
As a great politician Blaine 
had brought himself more prominently 
before the people, y et he had nev er made 
the record in Congress that would sus­ 
tain the v aulting honors claimed. 
The 
judges decided unanimously in fav or of 
y oung Moore’s argument.

owin g to the fact that we all g et our 
curliest men tal train in g throug h books. 
As lon g , too, as books were the on ly 
sources of en tertain men t, 
an d larg e 
n umbers of more or less cultiv ated p eo 
p ie liv ed in the coun try , an d there 
were n o n ewsp ap ers or other p eriod­ 
icals, an d few amusemen ts, an d trav el 
was rare an d ex p en siv e, the habit of 
readin g was kep t up . 
B ut there is 
g reat reus >u to fear that, what with the 
n ewsp ap ers, an d mag azin es, an d the 
arc g alleries, an d the museums, an d 
theaters, an d facility w ith which we can 
g et other p eop le to g ossip with us when 
w e are both idle an d lazy , the n um ber 
of those who can or ev er do read a book 
—ev en a n ov el, ev en a p oor n ov el—is 
rap idly declin in g . 
In fact, we fear 
that an y on e who in quired amon g his 
frien ds, outside the p rofessors an d p ro­ 
fession al literary men , would fin d that 
the n umber of those who n ow ev er read

On e day Air. 
B utler (the p resen t Sen ator; hap p en ed 
:o be at the Cap itol on a little m atter of 
jusiiiess, 
when he chan ced to run 
across old Sen ator Cameron . 
“Butler, 
Sutler,” tho Sen ator rep eated, “are y ou 
an y relativ e to Sen ator Butler, of South 
Carolin a?” 
“A n ep hew, sir.” 
"A n ep hew of Sen ator B utler! Well, 
can I do an y thin g for y ou, my boy v”

p lain tiff acted on ly as broker in n eg o­ 
tiatin g the con tract, an d is n ot suin g to 
en force the orig in al con tract, but on ly 
for serv ices, etc., makes n o differen ce. 
4. W here p rin cip al an d broker both re­ 
sided in Pen n sy lv an ia, un d p rin cip al 
emp loy ed broker to make p urchases of 
stocks, bon ds, an d g rain in other States, 
but deliv eries were to he made in that 
State; held, That the law of Pen n sy l­ 
v an ia g ov ern ed tho con tract on the 
question whether it was v oid asa wag er­ 
in g con tract.

Courts of chan cery will n ot en tertain , 
bills to comp el tho sp ecific p erforman ce 
of con tracts for p erson al serv ices, es­ 
p ecially whore the serv ices stip ulated 
for require the ex ercise of mechan ical 
skill, in tellectual ability , an d the ex er­ 
cise of judg men t. 
If a court of equity 
should attem p t to order a sp ecific ex e­ 
cution of tho con tract in this case, it is 
man ifest that in surmoun table obstacles 
would immediately p resen t themselv es. 
It would be imp ossible for the court to 
sp ecify or describe in its decree the 
machin es to bo con structed, their form, 
material, or structure, or, if it attem p ted 
to lay its man date up on the defen dan t 
to p roceed with the in v en tion an d con ­ 
struction of the machin es stip ulated for, 
it could n ev er kn ow with certain ty 
■whether its order was obey ed. 
If it 
should attem p t to take the ex ecution oi 
the con tract in to its own han ds it would 
he met with equal difficulties. Itsofficei 
charg ed with the p erforman ce of its de­ 
cree would be p owerless. 
Tho court 
would thus fin d itself un able either to 
comp el tho defen dan t to ex ecute the 
con tract or to cause it to bo ex ecuted 
throug h an y of the ag en cies by mean s 
of which courts of chan cery ordin arily 
en force their decrees.

AMERICAN HOMES 


Our Climate to Rf Considered When Wo 
tin lid. 
[Boston Budget.] 
It is amusing to hear a man or woman 
who has crossed the ocean ridicule our 
country dwelling-houses, and corn par* 
them with the pieturesquones* *>! 
English cottage, of tho German 
* 
house, the v ine-grown walls, th e win­ 
dows projecting from the roofs, th e low 
height, tho shadow, tho quiet 
tono 
about them, and the irregular form. 
They would giv e all the staring, formal 
v illas of this country for one little iv y - 
grown or red-roofed cottage in an En­ 
glish haw thorn lane, or a green German 
v alley . 
But ex perience teaches that a 
country ’s architecture is, to a large de­ 
gree, a necessary fruit and outcome of 
its circumstances. 
We hav e a peculiar 
and difficult climate here, and must, 
lirst of all, consider it in our building, 
'ty iere is tho heat of tho tropics in tho 
summer, and tlie almost Arctic cold in 
the winter. We cannot hav e low bouses 
here, for tho rooms would be intol­ 
erable in summer. 
Low, sharp-gabled 
cottages, with dormer windows iu tho 
roof, are no doubt picturesque, But 
they mean hot chambers under tho 
roof and low, d ose sitting-rooms. Ev en 
if an air chamber lm secured Between 
the roof and the Bod-room, still tho 
upper rooms, in such nights as wo 
hav e now, would Be almost unendur­ 
able. 
We must hav e houses high Be­ 
tween floors, and the Bod-room well 
separated from the roof. 
Then another element of tho pictur­ 
esque* is the deep shade and thick v ines 
ov erclamBoring the walls. 
But our ex ­ 
perience shows that sun and air aro in­ 
dispensable for health in a house, and 
we aro compelled more and more to 
plant treos at a little distance, securing 
shade By piazzas or Balconies, ami ui- 
lov ring the sun free play on roofs and 
walls. 
A moderate use of walBv inesis, 
of course, permitted under these con­ 
ditions, But any ex cessiv e draping with 
iv y or creepers Breeds insects, and in­ 
creases dampness. 
The constant lia­ 
bility to malaria, of course, modifies all 
our modes of Building, and compels ua 
to admit sun and air. 
Indee d it will Bo 
noticed now in England that all tho 
country houses are Built much more in 
the American or French sty le than 
formerly , 
with airy chambers, 
high 
stories and much openness to tho sun, 
and summer Balconies for shade. 
The regular form of Engli ii houses 
is a historical feature, a result of growth. 
It appears here sometimes where sm 
old country seat lias Been enlarged and 
remodeled, and is wonderfully attract­ 
iv e. 
I liv e in such a house, and while I 
enjoy it, and am proud of it, I must 
confess that it is ex ceedingly incon­ 
v enient. 
It requires great ex pense in 
the care, lighting, w arming, and drain­ 
age. 
'The cheapest of all houses is tho 
square house, and as most, people build 
with small means in this country , they 
naturally adopt this, or some "modifi­ 
cations of this form. 
These old and 
irregular English v illas, it should bo 
remembered, 
hav e Become nuisances 
under modern sanitary ideas. 
Their 
drainage is ex ec ruble, and they are 
ofien nosts of ty phoid fev er. 
In this country the first thing for a 
householder to consider, 
Before 
all 
ornamentation or architectural effect, 
is drainage. 
11« must see to it that hia 
water pipes and drain pipes are well 
protected from the frost, that the traps 
are close, and that the outflow is unim­ 
peded. 
in all small households it is 
tli« part of wisdom to place the water- 
pipe Behind the kitchen chimney , whi**h 
is alway s warm, and to hav e but 
angle uml no cross-pipes to any Bed­ 
room. 
Ho fatal are the return gases 
from a drain, that it is safer to keep lip 
the old country custom of bowl and 
pitcher in the Bod-room, and obtain all 
the water from but one place, the bath­ 
room, which should be entirely sepa­ 
rated from the bod-room. 
It " is be­ 
liev ed by phy sicians that one of the 
most prolific sourcos of diphtheria and 
all foul-air diseases is the return gas 
through the Croton water-drains. 
In regard to material, it is doubtful 
if any thing is more suitable for this 
climate than wood with “ brick filled 
in.” 
This is dry find warm. 
But in 
ev ery locality there are peculiar, and 
often beautiful, building stones, which 
could be combined with wood in the 
» Swiss chalet sty le with v ery pretty 
effect 
Yet small house Builders w ill 
find that ev ery dev iation from ordinary 
sty le is ex pensiv e. 
» Stone alone seem s 
often damp, and, for some unknown 
reason, not so com pletely water-tight 
A red roof is a v ery pretty feature, But 
if of tile or slate it is ex pensiv e, and if. 
of shingles ex posed to rot. 
It se *ms a 
pity that the modern Black and bluo 
slate is so much taking the place of 
shingles in country houses. 
Piazzas 
are the great necessity in this climate, 
and the prettiest feature in our archi­ 
tecture. 
They should not, howev er, be 
built on the south side of the building, 
and on the w est should not be so broad 
as to ex clude all winter sun. 
A balcony 
for an open-air breakfast would bo an 
ex ceedingly pretty feature in our best 
v illas.

I f tho b u dgets for the su pport of institu tions 
devoted to the caro of these classes cou ld b o 
consolidated, and the actu al am ou nt of tho 
drain u pon the people of the cou ntry which 
they involve were known, popu lar interest in 
the m wou ld receive u su dden impu lse.

Tho ru ral dog has ft natu ral b om antipathy 
to the wheelman, and never fails to attack 
him. 
Horseb ack riders can elu de the at­ 
tempts of the dogs to b ite' them b y galloping I 
away . 
Then, too, tlio horse can kick a dog ! 
to death or wou nd him fearfu lly . The wheel­ 
man is a t a great disadvantage protecting 
himself. 
His legs are ju st high enou gh for 
the dog to grab easily b y leaping a few feet, 
and if tlx; b icy cle happens to ru n over a dog, 
the rider is throw n and often seriou sly hu rt. 
Several y ears ago a y ou ng man was killed b y 
b eing thrown from his b icy cle while attacked 
b y a dog. 
It is almost impossib le to hit a 
dog with a shot from a pistol while riding. 
The b icy clist is in more danger as a ru le than 
the dog. 
Tho pistol goes off too qu ickly , or 
the front wheel wab b les from the fact that 
only one hand is gu iding, and the resu lt is the 
I tall is liab le to go any where save at tho 
m ark. 
If several wheelmen are together a 
pistol to shoot nt dog.i is nothing more or less 
than a death tra p for one in the party . 
For­ 
tu nately , wheelmen do not make a practice 
of carry ing wcajxins of any kind. 
Those of 
u s who make .samm r jau nts are stu dy ing u p 
on the dog prob lem and how to repel the a t­ 
tacks. 
“The pecu liar constru ction of a b icy cle and 
its motion lias a tendency to throw a rider in 
a cu rve direction, anti hence the b ead strikes 
first invariab ly . 
Tho only way to avoid 
b illing on the head is to raise b oth arm s and 
ward off the fu ll foreo of tho fa ll 
Bu t for 
that trick, which all experienced wheelmen 
know and practice, there wou ld b o more fatal 
accidents reported, enou gh to almost dis­ 
cou rage lovers of the exorcise. T hat is why 
wo dread tho dog, not so mu ch on accou nt of 
his b ite', b u t from fear of b eing tu mb led 
headlong from ou r high perch. 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 
“Wo dread a long down grade; it is impos­ 
sib le to stop. 
Frequ ently tho dog springs ou t 
on a perilou s downhill glide, and em b itters » 
the existence of the intrepid rider.

The result ha s been da ily a gony or a l­ 
most sightless misery ever since then, 
with the end of it a ll in dea th now 
proba bly nea r a t ha nd.

Ca pt. Cla rke—ha ve since died. 
Gen. 
Arthur’s dea th a dds a nother to the list 
within the brief period of three yea rs. 
We left the Union Pa cific Ka il wa y a t 
Rock Creek Sta tion, Wyoming. 
The 
first da y we tra veled 110 miles a cross 
the country, which you must a dmit wa s 
ra ther quick work for a pa rty of men 
unused to such exercise. 
The next 
da y, a fter a forty-mile trip, we rea ched 
Fort Wa sha kie, where we spent two 
da ys. 
The news of our a rriva l sprea d 
a mong the India ns on the different 
reserva tions therea bouts, ma ny of whom 
ca me into ca mp to sec tho ‘Grea t 
Fa ther,’ the term by which a ll the 
presidents a rc designa ted.

exa mple, we 
a rose regula rly a t 5, 
brea kfa sted a t lmlf-pa st, a nd a t 6 were 
in the sa ddle. 
We would ride until 
a fternoon, a nd then, ca mping beside 
some strea m spend the rema inder of the 
da y in hunting a nd fishing. 
Tho pa rty 
numbered severa l g<><>d story-tellers. 
Vest wa s especia lly ha ppy in this role, 
a nd Gen. Sta ger ma de a good second. 
Occa siona lly the President contributed 
sometlung in this line, but a s a rule he 
preferred bea ring the others ta lk. 
We 
tra veled proba bly six hundred miles in 
a ll. 
The President proved a n a greea ble 
compa nion ; exceptiona lly h o. Hp wa s 
a lwa ys the gentlema n under a ll circum­ 
sta nces. 
For the time being he wa s 
simply pla in Chester A. Arthur. 
Tlio 
President we a ppea red to ha ve left be­ 
hind in Wa snington.”

The Electric Li^ht’* Effect on the Eye. 
Dr. J . A. Andrews, of New Y'ork, 
read a paper on the effect of tho electric 
lig ht upon the eye. In considering the 
relative effect of different forms of 
illumination, that obtained from g as, 
from kerosene, and from the incan­ 
descent lig ht were studied. 
Tho elec­ 
tric lig ht g ive* the maximum of lig ht 
with the minimum of heat. 
So fnr the 
only cases of injury to the eye from the 
electric lig ht have resulted from ex­ 
posure in proximity to the arc lig ht. 
In most of these cases the existence of 
previous eyo trouble was not excluded. 
The effect in these cases can be best 
explained ns occurring throug h tho i 
sympathetic nervous system rath®r than \ 
as a result of mechanical 01* chemical j 
influences. 
It is not established that 
exposure to brig ht lig ht can produce a 
diffused iritis. 
No caso of injury to 
the eye from the incandescent lig ht 
has been reported, and out of 1,100 
workers with tiic electric incandescent 
lig ht examined by the reader there was 
not one complaint. 
Those suffering 
with errors of refraction claimed that 
the sig ht was improved. 
Tho lig ht 
used was from twelve to sixteen candle- 
power, and provided a shade to pro­ 
tect the eyes. 
Tho incandescent lig ht 
possesses advantag es which are want­ 
ing in other forms of artificial lig ht, 
the principal of which are its steadi­ 
ness and the fact that its use docs not 
contaminate the atmosphere .— Medical 
News.
